In accordance with section GS, article 
13 of the city charter, I hereby present 
my annual report from the commence­ 
ment of my term of office, viz., March 
22d, 1889, to date, being a report of the 
num ber of feet of graded and graveled 
streets constructed, with cost of sam e; 
number of feet of streets pavod, together 
with the cost of sam e; also the number 
of feet of sewers laid, and cost. 
1 also 
include the total num ber of feet graded 
and graveled, also paved streets, and the 
num ber of feet of sewers laid and in use 
in the city. 
I will here state that upon taking pos­ 
session of my office I found the same in 
a perfect chaotic state, and was com­ 
pelled to organizo as fast as x became 
fam iliar with the duties. 
Number of feet of graded and graveled 
streets constructed this year, 58,080.78; 
cost of same, $133,876 03. 
Number of feet of paved streets, 11,­ 
590; cost of same, $104,637.70; making 
a total nnm ber of feet paved, graded and 
graveled of 66,770 50; cost of eame, $283,­ 
581.73. 
Number of feet of sewers laid, 17,­ 
763.50; cost of same, $20,458.40. 
Total num ber of feet of graded and 
graveled streets now in the city, 256,­ 
367.78. 
Total num ber of paved streets now in 
use in the city, 25,926.61. 
Total nnm ber of feet of both graded 
and paved afreets in the city, 282,294.39. 
Total nnm ber of feet of sewers now in 
use in the city, 87,070.50. 
There is also

1 will say that the newly-graded and 
graveled streets have suffdred, after ac­ 
ceptance, from the lack of sprinkling at 
the proper tim e, and until the control of 
the sprinkling wagons is placed in my 
charge (where they belong) I cannot ex­ 
pect improvement after acceptance, and 
cannot be responsible for their future 
condition. 
Colonel Morford'a report was accom­ 
panied by a tabulated statem ent of streets 
graded. 
The Sewer Superintendent’s report 
was as follows: 
Number of Y 's lo ­ 
cated, 216; nnm ber of sewers built un­ 
der my supervision, 16; numbar of stop­ 
pages, 1; nnm ber of nights sewers were 
flashed, 71. 
I have inspected each sewer connec­ 
tion with the main sewer carefully and 
tested each flash tank and manholes on 
new sewers before accepting said ee«er, 
and inspected each sewer by placing 
lights in the 
m anholes 
and looking 
through to see that the joints are prop­ 
erly made and that the sewer was on 
line. I have examined each manhole 
at least once in each m onth and have 
seen that the sewers were kept in a 
healthy condition and that the flow was 
free and unobstructed. The only stop­ 
page was in 
the 
First-street sewer, 
caused by running spoiled soap in the 
eewer. This was cleaned at the \ 
of $13, paid by the city. 
The City Engineer's report was a very 
voluminous document, and was accom­ 
panied by several interesting maps. 
It 
stated that there are at present 13,500 
feet of bituminous rock pavement with 
concrete base, 11,466 feet with loose rock 
base, 8,113 feet paved w ithgraoite blocks, 
2,121 feet with asphalt, and 3,271 feet 
with porphyry; toral paved, 7)4 miles. 
There are in addition to this 75 miles of 
graded streets. The city owns 10 bridges 
with a length of 4,175 feet, 4,831 feet of 
levee, 21 
miles of sewers, 
4 miles 
of storm drains, 
17 miles of zanjas, 
70 miles of cement and asphalt side­ 
walks, and 42 miles of curbing. The 
report also includes a statem ent cf the 
work done during the past year, together 
with the coet of the improvements. 
The report of the Library Directors 
will be fonnd in another column. 
The reports of the Tax Collector, 
Treasurer, Assessor and Anditor have 
not yet been handed in to the Conncil, 
and it will probably be some days yet 
before they are concluded. The Council 
adjourned nntil Thursday morning.

Yesterday the defense started in with 
testimony to show G arrett’s general good 
reputation. L. N. Breed, of the Southern 
California National Bank, and at one 
time a member of the City Conncil, was 
the first witness. He said he had kuown 
Garrett for some time, and had never 
heard his reputation in any way called 
into qnestion. 
Then Nettie Keyos, now Nettie Barns, 
was called for the defense. She had 
been pat on for the prosecution on Sat­ 
urday, thereby causing a sensation, as 
she came here from Ventura under a 
subpoena from the 
defense. 
W . T. 
Williams put two letters in her hand 
which she identified. One was addressed 
to W illiams himself and the other to 
Garrett. The one addressed to Garrett 
told him not to call her as a witness 
in a previous trial, for the reason that 
whatever she knew wonid he detrimental 
to him. This is the letter in which she 
recalled the breakfast-table 
episode, 
when G arrett told Malia in an altercation 
they had that she had better look to her 
past life, whereupon Malia flashed up 
and said : “ Yon had better look to your 
own past lifel" Then G arrett jumped 
from the table in great excitem ent and 
seizing a knife told kis daughter if she 
made any more such references he would 
cat her throat from ear to ear. Williams 
then called Mrs. Burns’ attention to the 
threatening letter written to M rs. David­ 
son, but torn to shreds, and thrown out­ 
side W illiams’ 
office window, 
and 
afterwards 
picked 
np and 
pasted 
together.

She said when they came to the 
house all the rooms but one were fall. 
She put them in the vacant room, where 
was 0D6 bed, and she spread a “ shake­ 
down” on the fi )or for Malia. 
Next day 
she p at them in her own room, which 
they occupied about a week. Then she 
gave them a better room. In all the 
rooms occupied by the Garretts in her 
house there were always two beds, a 
large one which Captain G arrett used, 
d a cot for Malia. 
He paid rent 
in advance, and 
then 
offered 
her 
rings 
in 
lieu 
of 
further 
rent, 
bnt she declined the offer and they 
moved away. 
W hile Malia wae a t Mrs. 
Farrell’s house G arrett went E ast and 
brought Ella back. 
They left her 
house the 
very 
day 
G arrett 
re­ 
turned. 
He 
brought 
back dresBes 
for 
Malia. 
Mrs. 
Farrell 
saw 
them. 
They were made-up, and were 
nico dresses. 
As to the m anner of the 
G arretts toward each other, Mrs. Farrell 
never noticed anything ont of the way. 
Malia did not seem to be unduly afraid 
of her father, he Beemed kind to her, 
and there was nothing to excite suspi­ 
cion. 
On cross-examination, Mrs. Far 
rell said she was not paying particular 
attention to them . Tney took care of 
their 
own room, and Bhe did not go 
near them . 
W hile waiting for the appearance of 
Deputy 
District 
Attorney 
Hardesty, 
W illiams tried to get in the complaints 
sworn to by Malia, charging Edgcomb 
with seduction, with assault to commit 
raps upon Malia herself, and with rape on 
Ella. A good deal of sparring took place 
between the lawyer» on this point, and 
the Court at length raled this testimony 
out ia the main, on the ground that Malia 
had adm itted all these things when on 
the stand. The defense wanted to show 
that Edgcomb was in jail and while 
there he married 
Malia, and then 
•he wanted to get Edgcomb out of jail 
to put her father in. 
John F. Hum phrey was called. 
He 
stated that while he was a m em ber of 
the Council and one of the Police Com­ 
missioners G arrett was the M ayor’s 
private detective. Mr. H um phrey waB 
President of the Conncil and G arrett was 
Chief Clerk in the office of Street Super­ 
intendent. 
In these connections the 
witness never heard G arrett’s 
moral 
character called into qaestion, excepting 
when Malia had gone to Mrs. W atson’s. 
Then he called G arrett to task. 
On 
cross-examination Mr. H um phrey ac­ 
knowledged th at the street com m ent he 
heard on G arrett was unfavorable to 
him. 
W. T. W illiams was then called to the 
stand to testify as to the papers which 
Josie Corbett said had been prepared for 
her use on the other trials. The attorney 
stated that it was a rule with him when 
ho had a case to have all the testimony 
w ritten ont 
for 
his 
own 
use in 
the trial. 
He used these sketches 
to examine the witnesses by. 
These 
statem ents were so w ritten for his nee, 
and laid on the tablo in his office or in 
the drawers in his desk. 
Mr. Peyton 
demanded the papers, and he produced 
them in court. That is the way these 
papers came into court. 
Williams aleo 
told of the testimony Josie Corbett gave 
as to being at Santa Paula with G arrett 
and her fears of being prosecuted for per­ 
jury. 
He told Her if she made a false 
statem ent knowingly tb a t it would be 
very dangerous to go on the stand to cor­ 
rect it, and he advised her not to do so. 
On cross-examination by Peyton, there 
was a good deal of skillful fencing 
done by the two lawyers. Mr. Peyton's 
effort was to show that Mr. W illiams did 
not willingly give up the papers, and Mr. 
Williams wished to make it appear he 
was perfectly willing to prodnce them . 
Major Bell now and then interposed a 
plea that Peyton abstain from intimidat­ 
ing fcbe witness, W illiams, which was 
W M trw á by the large audience present 
to be a joke. 
H ardesty followed W illiams, and told of 
Malia’s story to him when she swore ont 
the com plaints against Edgcomb. This 
is nearly all old m atter, and it is not 
neccsaery to rehash it. 
She told H ar­ 
desty she was chaste nntil she met Edg­ 
comb. She said ehe would not marry 
Edgcomb to save his lite. 
Something 
was said about killing Edgcomb. Garrett 
said he had been watching with a Win' 
cheater rifle to kill Edgcomb, bnt could 
not get a shot at him . 
H ardesty went 
into all the details of M alia’s story abont 
being seduced by Edgcomb, and about 
his attem pt to produce an abortion on 
her. 
Justice Lockwood followed with his 
story about swearing to the complaints 
made against Edgcomb, and how Malia 
signed and swore to them .

THOSE STOLEN SALARIES. 
The House Investigating Committee 
today examined a num ber of members 
with regard to the notes Silcott ia said to 
have forged and taken up for fear of the 
extradition laws. 
Representative Mills argued before the 
committee that the November salaries 
should be regarded as lost by mem ­ 
bers, and that the am ount remaining 
in the possession of the 8ergeant-at- 
Arms should be distributed at a rate 
proportionate to the losses am ong the 
m em bers who are out their salaries for 
the period between M arch 4th and No­ 
vem ber 4th. 
Catchings, of 
Mississippi, made a 
strong argum ent in sfipport of the posi­ 
tion that the Government should bear 
th e loss and reappropriate the salaries of 
the members. 
The question as to th e Sergeant-at- 
Arms being a Government agent or the 
individual agent of th e members per­ 
plexes the committee greatly, on account 
of the complications to which the adoption 
of either view would lead. 
Shortly after the House adjourned this 
afternoon the Speaker discovered that 
through a clerical error the nam e of 
Sherman, of New Y ork, had been sub­ 
stituted for that of Lacey, of Iowa, as a 
m em ber of the Committee on Elections. 
The correction was immediately mado. 


The bill provides that they shall receive

H enderson offered a pream ble and res­

THE BEEF MONOPOLY. 


H e a t 
inqu iry Into the Dressed 
Bnetnese Continued. 
W ashington, December 9.—The in­ 
vestigation of the dressed beef business 
was resumed this morning. 
Dr. Charles 
B. Purvis, Surgeon-in-Chief of Breed- 
m an’s hospital, wa9 the first witness. 
He makes the contracts for supplies. 
This year Armour & Co. have the con­ 
tract. Last year, he said, presumably 
Armour A Co. had the contract also, but 
it was made in the nam e of Scanuell. 
The beef was delivered to the hospital in 
the wagons of four different firms in 
turns of about a woek each. 
W m . H . Hoover testified that he 
butchered in W ashington; that C. Car 
roll told him last spring it would not be 
wise for bim to bid on Government con­ 
tracts, for if witness or any of his friends 
get any part of those contracts, the Chi- 
cago-beef m en would not sell witness 
any meat, and would drive him out of 
tbo m arket. 
Witness, however, did bid 
and secured some small contracts, where­ 
upon none of the agents of the Chicago 
firms of Armour & Co., Swift & Co., 
and Nelson Morris would sell witness 
meat, nor any of his friends who tried to 
purchase for him . Complaint was made 
lo the Chicago houses dkect by witness 
through th e attorney of Armour & Co. 
and Nelson M orris answered, saying 
they did not countenance such a pro­ 
ceeding. 
In 
order 
to 
test 
the 
geouineneea of these letters, witness 
took a friend and endeavored to buy 
m eat of the representatives of these Chi­ 
cago firms, b at he could not do so at 
m arket rates. They asked him two or 
three tim es the regular rates, and they 
have never since sold him any meat. 
. 
Geo. N. Omohundro, the Washington 
salesm an tor Nelson Morris, corroborated 
the statem ents máde by Hoover; other 
witnesses did the same.

W a s h i n g t o n , December 9.—Morris M. 
Eetee, of California, was adm itted to 
practice in the Supreme Court today on 
m otion of Attorney-General Miller. 
The Treasury D epartm ent has pur­ 
chased 217,000 ounces of silver for the 
Philadelphia m int. 
Advertisements for proposals for tbe 
erection of a quarantine station at San 
Francieco have been issued from the 
Treasury Departm ent. The last Con­ 
gress appropriated $103,000 for the pur­ 
pose. 
Mrs. Scott-Lord, sister of Mrs. H arri­ 
son, is reported In a critical condition. 
Congressman 
Samuel J. R andall's 
health is steadily improving. 
He made 
a perceptible gain last week. H e had a 
good night last night and is feeling bet­ 
ter today. 
Senator Plumb, Chairm an of the Com­ 
m itted on Public Lands, reported favor­ 
ably in the Senate this afteruoon the 
nominations of Grcff, Stone and Town- 
sHid of th e General Land Office. 
Sena­

THE SENATE. 


Another Large Batch of New Billa 
Submitted. 
W a s h i n g t o n , December 9 .—A large 
num ber of petitions and memorials were 
presented in the Senate today and referred 
to appropriate committees. 
Among the petitions was one by Man- 
dereon from the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture of Nebraska, in favor of Chicago as 
the site for the W orld’s Fair of '92. 
Petitions from various States were 
presented in favor of a national Sunday 
reBt law, and one from Iowa against the 
passage of each a law, or of the Blair edu­ 
cation bill. 
Among the numerous bills introduced 
and referred were tbe following: For the 
admission of Idaho and W yoming into 
the U nion; to provide a temporary gov­ 
ernm ent for the Territory of Oklahom a. 
By Blair, to restrict the sale and use of 
opium in the District of Columbia and in 
the Territories. 
Sherman offered a concnrrent resolu­ 
tion, which was referred, from the Com­ 
m ittee on Foreign Relations, requesting 
the President to invite from time to 
tim e as fit occasions arise, negotia­ 
tions with agy Governm ent w ith which 
th e United States has, or may have, 
diplomatic relations, to tbe end that any 
differences or disputes between the two 
Governments, that cannot be adjusted by 
diplomatic agencies, m ay be referred to 
arbitration and peacefully adjusted by 
such means. 
Turpie offered a resolution that the 
proposed penal enactm ents against trusts, 
affecting commerce am ong the several 
States, should provide for the seizure of 
trust goods on a lawful w arrant and in­ 
formation, and for th e forfeiture, confie 
cation and sale of the same. 
Morgan offered a resolution (which 
w ai agreed to) instructing the Committee 
on Foreign Relations to inquire and re ­ 
port as to the best m 6thod of increasing 
trade, commerce and intercourse with 
the people of the Free State of the Congo; 
and one to create the office of Surveyor- 
General of North Dakota. 
Senator Hiscock introduced a bill to 
justly compensate soldiers confined in 
Confederate prisons during the late war 
for thirty days or more after the expira­ 
tion of the time for which they enlisted. 


labor of love, but an object of am bition, 
inasmuch as such just tribute to these 
men would have lent more lustre to bis 
bjok than it could have im parted to 
them.

Discovering their mis­ 
take they went for that other class above 
alluded to, and having captured them 
with this pleasing bait, determ ined to 
leave the names of theaeintractables out 
of the book altogether, or as nearly so as 
practicable. 
Had these agents more thoroughly u n ­ 
derstood the chcracter of these solid men 
they would never have pursued such an 
impolitic course. 
Had the history of 
Oregon been brought out and these pio­ 
neers found a deserved, even though 
modest place therein, they would have 
responded to any proper draft made on 
their bounty with their 
accustomed 
promptness and liberality. 
To be ap 
proacbed in this manner beforehand L 
however, was so abhorrent to their sense 
of self-respect that the very suggestion 
was looked upon as a personal insult; 
and thus it comes that Mr. Bancroft’s 
excellent book on Oregon contains the 
names of so many obtcare and inconse­ 
quential people,while the nam es of these 
founders of empire and evangels of civili­ 
zation find little or no place therein.—

and many others con­ 
spicuous among the pioneers of that 
8tate. 
W ithout more than briefly inquiring 
into the reasons for such omission, we 
may say it constitutes, ia oar opinion, a 
very grave defect in the book; a defect 
alm ost as grave as that of introducing 
into its columns tho names of numerous 
obscure and unim portant persons, after 
the m anner so much practiced by this 
voluminous and industrious writer. 
In neglecting to make proper mention 
of there first settlers of Oregon he loBt 
the best opportunity of bis life tot exe­ 
cuting a great bistory-piece; for they 
were no ordinary men, these pioneers of 
the great Northwest. 
They were not

stant danger, they labored and toiled,

they asked for was readily conceded. No 
one thought of exacting any guarantees. 
No warning was drawn from the past, or 
from the experiences of other citfes. 
Everything was accepted as on the dead 
sqnare, and for a time m atters were 
lovely. 
Gas was in truth as cheap as 
heart of m an could desire, and house­ 
holder and businees m an rubbed their 
bands and 
hugged to their souls the 
fond delusion that all this would last. 
Alas! nearly 
every blessing in this 
world comes with a string tied to it, so to 
speak. About the time you have reached 
out your hand to grasp it, presto! it is 
withdrawn. And so with this short-lived 
benefaction of cheap gas. 
Having skill • 
fully availed them selves of 
the dis­ 
satisfaction created by th e oppressions 
and extortions of the old gas companies 
to get a foothold iu the city, and having 
expended npon the griefs of the tax con­ 
sumers a great m any crocodile tears, the 
Lowe crowd shove their tongues into 
their cheeks, em it a few sardonic chuckles 
and sell out to the old company, with 
as little compunction as Lambro showed 
iu scuttling a ship or cutting a th ro a t!

w hite Sm yrna. 
They all contrasted 
very brilliantly with the imported article, 
end threw away in the shade a speci­ 
m en box of the Fresno county fig. The 
m arket is practically unlim ited, and what 
Is to prevent any industrious m an from 
haying ten acres of suitable land, say at 
$lfi0 an acre, and making himself rich by 
a Utile industry and perseverance?

Ab E nglish Rugar Farm Syndicate 
on the Centinela. 
A sugar farm on a gigantic scale is 
about to be created in Los Angelos 
county in a direction where it has not 
been generally looked for. A great Eng- 
glieh syndicate is being formed to convert 
the Centinela into this wealth producer. 
For some tim e past Captain Brown, of 
the Inglewood and Redondo Beach Com­ 
panies, has been absent in England on 
tbat mission, and we learn that he has 
em barked on his return trip with the 
English expert who is to report upon the 
adaptability of the soil, the facilities for 
fuel, transportation, etc., of this fine 
property. Prior to Captain Brown's de­ 
parture for England experim ents had 
been made with beets on the Centinela, 
and they developed a very large percent­ 
age of saccharine m atter; running in 
many instances as high as twenty per cent. 
The prcject may be said to be practically 
accomplished, as all the conditions for 
the successful prosecution of the indus­ 
try on the Centinela exist in great per­ 
fection. The immense sugar factories 
which 
will 
be 
incidents 
of 
the 
plan can be supplied with cheap fuel from 
the wharf at Redondo Beach, and the 
refined Bugar can be shipped to any point 
of the globe by the railways and w ater­ 
ways which are so readily accessible 
there. Thus th e Chino ranch will by no 
means eDjoy a monopoly of the m anu­ 
facture of sugar, which is a staple of such 
universal consumption that there is no 
possibility of exceeding the dem and. 
The transition of th9 Centinela from a 
sheep range to a farm where unsurpassed 
wheat and barley were grown iu im ­ 
mense quantities for years by Mr. D. 
Freem an and his tenants was of itself a 
rather violent one. That from an ordi­ 
nary farm to a sugar plantation will be 
an even greater one. I t is evident that 
the Messrs. Thompson and Ainsworth 
mean business. It was a happy day for 
Los Angeles when these evangels of 
development in Oregon, 
W ashington, 
Idaho 
and 
Oakland, 
threw 
their 
enormous wealth, enterprise and busi­ 
ness sagacity into this connty. They not 
only propose to give Los Angeles a Front 
street in Redondo Beach, but to develop 
the intervening connty as well. 


Items like the following, from the 
Pomona Progreit, are not without their 
significance:

C h ic a g o . December 9.—An audience 
of 5,000 peopie, and an outside assem­ 
blage of 10,000 enthusiastic spectator», 
tonight witnessed the dedication of the 
grandest operatic structure in the world, 
the Chicago Auditorium. Five thousand 
electric lights illuminated th e interior 
of the coloesal structure to the brightness 
of noonday, and the thousands of incan­ 
descent border lights of various colors 
tbat hung over the stage, th e magnifi­ 
cent proscenium arch and mammoth 
organ, grand foyer and carved m ahog­ 
any pillars, the handsom est gilded row 
of boxee known to m odern decorative art, 
combined with the presence of one of the 
m cst distinguished and critical audiences 
in America, made the occasion cue long 
to be remembered. 
Four years ago Ferd W. P ojk and a 
large nnm ber of other Chicago capitalists 
conceived the ideacf forming themselves 
into a joint stock company for the pur­ 
pose ol erecting a building that would 
surpass any othor structure of its kind in 
the world. The result is an edifice cost­ 
ing $3,000 000, which 
represents the 
greatest trium ph of modern architectural 
and decorative skill. The auditorium of 
the building ie unique, in tbat it is the 
first theater ever built with the interior 
shaped like the cone of a speaking 
trum pet. 
The stage being taken 
an 
apex, 
the 
arched 
roof 
and 
diverging wails 
retreat in a Beries 
of constantly increasing circles, being the 
acme of acoustic achievem ent. 
A few minutes past 8 o'clock this even­ 
ing the Presidential party entered the 
boxes reserved for them , and as the vast 
audience fuily recognized the Chief Mag­ 
istrate of the nation, the momentary 
applause deepened into a long-continued 
ovatiou. The magnificent 175 stop organ, 
with its seven thousand pipes and bells, 
br¿atbed forth in accompaniment witli 
the orchestra the “ Triumphal Fantasia’ 
composed for the occasion. 
Among the notables present were: 
President Harrison, Vice-President and 
Mrs. Morton, Private Secretary Halford, 
First 
Assistant 
Postmaster-General 
Clarkson and wife. General R. A. Alger 
and wife, Judge Gresham and wife, Gov­ 
ernor Fifer and wife, of Illinois; General 
George 
Crook 
and wife, 
Governor 
Merriam and wife, of M innesota; Gover­ 
nor Larrabee and wife, of Iow a; Governor 
H oard, of Wisconsin, and Mayor Cregier. 
Mayor Cregier welcomed 
the 
guests 
of the evening, and to every courteous 
allusion to the President, the Governors 
of the surrounding States and the officers 
of the Canadian Provinces present, the 
audience responded with rounds of ap­ 
plause. In concluding, the Mayor in­ 
vited the guests to another occasion of 
even greater im portance, which would 
be an era in Chicago history three years 
hence—the W orld’s F air in 1892. 
The Mayor’s happy 
allusion 
heartily cheered. 
In response to loud cries, President 
Peck, of the Auditorium Association, 
spoke briefly, saying th e present occa­ 
sion marked the proudest moment of hie 
life. 
He divided the honors of the oc­ 
casion, however, with his associates, 
Manager Adams and the architect, to 
whose genius the edifice would be, he 
said, a lasting mouum ent. H e concluded 
by saying: “ Ladies and gentlemen, I 
have the distinguished honor of intro­ 
ducing to you the 
President of the 
United States.” 
After the applause had somewhat sub­ 
sided, 
President 
Harrison 
advanced 
slowly to the front, and bowing to the 
great assemblage, spoke as 
follows: 
“ Ladies and gentlemen, some of my 
newspaper friends have beon puzzling 
themselves in order to discover the 
reason why I had left W ashington to be 
present here tonight. 
Í do not think I 
need, in view of the magnificent specta­ 
cle presented to us here tonight, state the 
motives which have impelled my pres­ 
ence.

“ We are strongly led to the conclusion 
that the Secretary of W ar, bo far from 
intending wrong, has adopted w hat be 
believed, and w hat wo believe, was 
wise and conservative course in the 
prem ises.” 
Tho Confederate veterans are very 
much pleased w ith the fraternal Bpirit 
which characterized the rem arks of Cap­ 
tain Jacob Gray, of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, made before the Executive 
Committee Saturday night. On th a t oc­ 
casion he stated that be would be proud, 
as a soldier of the United States, to honor 
the memory of the illustrious patriot, 
soldier and statesm an of the South. 
He 
could not forget that Jefferson Davis had 
been also a soldier of the United States 
who had rendered distinguished service, 
or 
fail 
to recognize 
that he was 
a great and 
pure 
m an. 
Jefferson 
Davis should as a gallant soldier be ac­ 
corded a soldier’s burial, with every phow 
of the profoundest respect and love of 
his people. 
* If it is agreed,” continued

Nor should it be forgotten that we have 
to watch all stock brought in for plant­ 
ing of Florida trees alone. We passed 
over ¿,000,000 through a dipping process 
last spring. Frnit peddlers are also a 
troublesome element. 
The total assesed value of property in 
the county this year is $23,267,955. 
The assessed valuation of the property 
in those portions of the county devoted to 
horticulture, arrived at by school dis­ 
tricts, is $17,811,205, or 76>o per cent of 
tbe whole. In these figures we have not 
included Mountain, Rugby and Temescal 
school districts, nor any of the dry ranch 
territory south of Cucamonga. 
The expenses of the commission for 
ten months past has been $3,200, adding 
$1000 for December and January, or a 
total of $4,200, requiring a tax of .18 of a 
cent on the dollar to defray its cost. 
Whether this is a burdensome tax or 
whether the horticultural interests of the 
county are of such importance as to 
j ustify such an expenditure, we think 
can receive only one answer. All of 
w hich is respectfully submitted.

W o r k o f t h e S t. L o u t s C o n v e n t io n 
C o m p le t e d . 
S t . L o u is, December 8.— The Farmers’ 
Convention adjourned today to meet on 
the second Tuesday in December, 1890. 
at Jacksonville, Florida. The day was 
devoted mainly to finishing the revision 
of the constitution and trying to Bmooth 
the way for consolidation with the North­ 
ern Alliance. Terms were finally agreed 
upon, and Kansas and South Dakota go 
in at once, but tbe otber States defer ac­ 
tion until the matter can be submitted to 
the separate State Alliances. What the 
terms of the consolidation are has not 
transpired. Tbe new constitution is the 
same as the old with the exception of a 
few verbal changes. 
One of the chief 
alterations is the striking out of the word 
“ country” before the phrase country 
mechanics. This will enable a large 
number of mechanics in towns and cities 
who are Knights of Labor to join the or­ 
ganization. 
It is provided that negroes 
may be taken into the union at tbe op­ 
tion of the State organizations, but they 
cannot be delegates to the national 
convention. 
The name of tbe organiza­ 
tion has been changed to National Farm­ 
ers’ Alliance and Industrial Union. Head 
quarters will be established at Washing­ 
ton, where the President, Secretary and 
Chairman of the Executive Committee 
will transact business. A Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, which is practically a trial court, 
was also appointed.

Lisbon, December 9.—In a conversa­ 
tion with his Brazilian adherents here 
today, Dona Pedro 
expreeeed 
many 
doubts w hether the te w Government 
will contribu’e to the prosperity of the 
country. 
A lthough he had him self told 
very prom inent persons that they should 
continue to sorve the country, still he 
had not expected there would be so 
m any deserters from the standard of the 
monarchy. 
It is stated th at the greater portion of 
th e higher officers of tho Brazilian army 
are anarchists, and joined the Kepubli- 
can minority in the recent outbreak in 
Brazil under the belief th a t the demon­ 
stration was to be merely against the 
M inisters, and not against the Em pire. 
They only became aw are of th e fact 
when they 'h a d gqce too far to retrace 
th eir steps. 
W hen the revolution started thousands 
of students arm ed them selves w ith re­ 
volvers. rifles andsw orde, and threatened 
to kill the Em peror and family. 
A boat 
m anned by Btudents patrolled the har­ 
bor, it baing their intention to intercept 
the Em peror while he was em barking 
and do him injury. 
Princo August, grandson of Dom Pe­ 
dro. and son of Prince August of Saxo- 
Ooburg, who suffered greatly from chills 
and fever during the voyage from Ri ) de 
Janeiro, is again ill. The Im perial family 
have not decided upon their policy, and 
have not yet fixed upon a place where 
they will sojourn in Europa.

Letter From a Southern Pa­ 
cific Official. 


m w s or MANAGES A. N. TOWNK. 


The KeAson Why Passenger Kates 
Are Not Reduced—Some in te r­ 
esting 
Figures. 


Some time ago a special committee 
wae appointed in the Chamber of Com­ 
merce in answer to a resolution asking 
for investigation of the reason why the 
railroads were not assisting in the de­ 
velopment of this section by reducing 
fares. The committee was instructed to 
confer with the authorities of the South­ 
ern Pacific ana Santa Fe roads, and ob­ 
tain from them some sort of a statement 
in the matter. 
The following letter was 
a short time ago received from A. N. 
Towne, the Third Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Southern Pacific, 
in which he sets forth the reasons why 
that road cannot make any redaction in 
rates at the present time. 
The letter is 
interesting aa giving the railway side of 
the question: 
8 am F b a n c isc o , November 29,1839. 
G k n tl e m b n—At last, just on the eve of 
my departure for the East, the m u c h 
sought for communication from y o u r 
honorable body has been found, and 1 
hasten to answer; and, for a proper con­ 
sideration of this important s u b je c t, 
which I am glad you wrote me a b o u t, 
that I might have an opportunity of set­ 
ting yon right, we must go back of th e 
“ war times” spoken of in your corres- 
Smdence. The large ioflux of people to 
alifornia began before the rate' war and 
received its start from the large amount 
of advertising done by this company in 
Europe and throughout the East, and by 
the personal work of the agents employed 
by us there. 
\ 
It was given an impetus by the low 
party excursion rates established by the 
Transcontinental Association,which were 
largely advertised and worked by the 
several transcontinental lines. This was 
supplemented by the 
excursions of 
Messrs. Raymond & Whitcomb, Thomas 
Coox & Son, E. M. Jenkins and others. 
The people who came in these first ex­ 
cursions were so well pleased that, re­ 
turning, they became advertising medi­ 
ums and missionaries for California. 
Another influence which told for the 
benefit of this State was tbe revulsion of 
feeling towards Florida, owing to the 
yellow fever, bad frosts and failure of 
orange crop, all of which turned tourists 
accustomed to wintering in the South, in 
large numbers in this direction. 
In 
1885 rates from Missouri river 
points to San Francisco, Los A n g e le s 
and other California points were: First- 
class unlimited, $95; first-class limited, 
$9105; second-class, $75; third-class, 
$45; round trip, party rate, $100. 
February 18, 1880, the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company reduced the rates to: 
Firat-clasB unlimited, $00; 
first-class 
limited, $50; third-class, $25. (Second- 
class abolished.) 
This opened the war, daring which 
limited first-claBB tickets went as low as 
$5, and ronnd-trip rates as low as $38. 
April 16, 1886, rates were restored to: 
first-class unlimited, $60; first-class lim­ 
ited, $50; second-class, $35; round-trip 
party rate, $60. 
January 1, 1888, the party rate was 
abolished and an individual rate of $80 
was established. 
The change in the 
conditions of the ronnd-trip ticket was 
for the benefit of the passenger, in that 
he was not dependent upon set dates or 
the movements of a large body of excur­ 
sionists, but conld start and travel at 
pleasure. 
The rate war was only one of the 
factors, and not by any means the prin­ 
cipal one in augmenting the westward 
tide of immigration. It came jnst at the 
season of largest traffic, and naturally, 
when rates went so low, a vast number, 
contemplating a journey to the Pacific 
o ff 
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Coast, took advantage of the opportunity. 
Regular travel, which would have come 
to us at a later date, availed itself of tho 
low rates and crowded our trains at that 
time, instead of being spread over a con­ 
siderable period. 
Many, actuated by a desire to partici­ 
pate in the great profits then being made 
in the real-estate excitement, took a fly­ 
ing trip, seeing that it cost lees to do so 
than to mmain at home, or at least bat a 
trifle more. 
War rates were merely 
nominal and could not be maintained, as 
they would not only result in great loss 
on through business, but would involve 
the demoralization of all local traffic, 
apon which this company, as well as all 
other roads, must needs depend for net 
earnings. 
The friends of this movement are argu­ 
ing from falee premises. They take it 
for granted that there has been a large 
falling off in the immigration to this 
State since the war in the early part of 
1886. The following figures, showing the 
west-bound 
business by years, will 
demónstrale that they are in error: 1884, 
57,800: 1885,59,482; 1886, 92,210; 1887, 
98,096; 1888, 100,786. 
Toe months of 1889 which have been 
figured up show an increase over the 
corresponding months of 1888. 
The rates west of the Missouri river are 
established by the Transcontinental As­ 
sociation,of which there are some twenty 
roads members. The association, at a 
meeting just held in St. Louis, h&s 
affirmed existing rates. No action look­ 
ing towards a reduction could be taken 
by this company, an individual member, 
as any change requires the unanimous 
consent of ail members, and they all 
consider them to be as low as the present 
amount of traffic will justify. 
That present rates are reasonable there 
can be no question, and in proof thereof 
the following comparisons are made be­ 
tween rates received east and west of the 
Missouri river: 
©n rates St. Panl to Loe Angeles via 
Sionx City, the lines from St. Paul to 
Sioux City receive per mile, on round 
trip, 2 78 cents; first class, 2.90 cents; 
second class, 2.90 cents. 
The lice Sioux City to Los Angeles 
receives, on round trip, 1.79 cents; first 
class, 2.68; second class, 1.55 cents. 
On ratee St. Louis to Loe Angeles via 
Kansas City the lines St. Louis to Kan­ 
sas City receive per mile, on round trip, 
2.12 cents; first class, 2.65 cents; second 
oíase, 2 65 cents. 
The lines Kansas City to Los Angeles 
receive per mile, on round trip, 1.64 
cents; first class, 2.45 cents; second 
el aw, 1.42 cents. 
On California business the lines be­ 
tween Chicago and Conncil Bluffs re­ 
ídle 
ceive per mile on round-trip, 2.00 cent*; 
first-class, 2.50 cents; second-class, 2 50 


On California basin ese the lines be­ 
tween New York and Chicago receive 
ptr, mile, on unlimited first-class, 2.90 


ceDts; limited first-class, 2 20 cents; sec­ 
ond-class, 1.97 cents. 
In every instance the transcontinental 
lines receive a much less rate per mile 
on each class than the trank lines east 
o^the river. 
Existing rates are sufficiently low for 
the desirable settler or man of means. A 
reduction would tend to draw into the 
State the very classes not required, which 
would prove only a detriment to it. Any 
man who cannot afford to pay $35 from 
the Missouri rjver to Los Angeles (2,385.7 
miles) and avail himself of the comforts 
of a Pullman second-class sleeper, is 
hardly such an one as Southern Califor­ 
nia would want. 
The principal thing of which the 
people of the East should be convinced 
is that land can be bad at reasonable 
figures, according to its value compared 
with other sections of the country where 
climatic conditions 
are 
far inferior. 
When this is done, purchasers w‘ll be 
forthcoming aud overlaud rates will be 
found to present no obstacle to the in­ 
vestors and home-seekers from the East. 
From the reports of our eastern agents 
and connecting lines we are encouraged 
to look for a good travel to the Coast 
during the present 
winter. 
Messrs. 
Raymond A Whitcomb, who are perhaps 
the best* judges of tourist business, as 
they are tbe largest individual excursion 
managers, report an increased number 
of bookings, and the indications are that 
there will be a larger number than last 
year, which exceeded all previous years. 
Nearly all the transcontinental roads 
are now running or preparing to run 
periodical (usually semi-monthly) second- 
class excursions to the Coast during the 
winter. 
The 
complete organization, 
large oppo; turn ties, extensive advertising 
and earnest eff n ts of these lines, directed 
towards eeturin? business for California, 
are bound to resa't in an awakened in­ 
terest in and travel fo this State. 
‘‘California on Wneels” during its re­ 
cent tour through the Northwestern. 
Western, Middle aud Eastern 8tates was 
visited by over six hundred thousand 
people. That number had an opportunity 
cf seeing and examining for themselves 
the products of the State. It would not 
be an exaggeration to estimate that these 
described the exhibit to three times as 
many more. The press in every town 
and city where stops were made had two 
or more notices. 
Already encouraging 
results have been seen to flow from this 
presentation of our resources. 
The new “California on Wheels” (soon 
to start out), enlarged and improved,with 
all the experience of last season, should 
sow such good seed that a rich harvest 
shall be gathered within the next few 
years. 
Florida, I think may be trnthfully 
said, does not now compare with Califor­ 
nia as a resort for a wintering place. The 
excursion managers long since deter­ 
mined that fact to their own satisfaction, 
and are fully persuaded thereof by each 
eueceoding year’s experience. 
The rate suggested by the Los Angeles 
board, namely $50 from Chicago, would 
leave the transcontinental line but $37.60, 
yielding per mile: via Ogden, 1.53cents; 
via El Faso, 1,91 cents. How much le6B 
this is than rates prevailing on the 
trunk lines of the East can readily be 
determined by a comparison with the 
figures already shown. 
It is well known that the lines with 
which comparisons have been made have 
traffic from two to sixfold greater than 
our own, and are run at much less ex­ 
pense. 
The Southern Pacific cost of 
operation, by reason of the high price of 
coal, distance from base of supplies, etc:, 
is more than double that of eastern 
lines. 
A carefnl consideration of the facts 
presented will satisfy candid minds that 
our equally desirable service is rendered 
at much lower rates to the paeeecger and 
at greater cost to the carrier than that by 
any other line in the United States, and, 
farther, that rates could not reasonably 
be reduced. 
With all these facts before you, it will 
be seen that if there are any other in­ 
centives required to stimulate travel and 
settlement, tfiey must be sought through 
avenues other than that suggested. 
While our efforts are' directed to pro­ 
duce revenue for our company, we aim to 
and must of necessity do that which will 
increase traffic to aud benefit California. 
Our interests are, therefore, identical 
with those of the State and of every city 
and town in it, and they may always 
count upon our aid in everything that 
tends to their up-building.

THE LIBRARY. 


A n n u a l R e p o r t 
o f t b e 
B o a r d o f 
D ir e c t o r s . 
The first annual report of tbe Board of 
Directors of the Public Library and of 
Miss T. L. Kelso, Librarian, was pre­ 
sented to the Coaucil in a very neatly 
arranged pamphlet, which wili be circu­ 
lated throughout the East. As the report 
is most interesting, it is to be regretted 
that an over-prees of matter prevents its 
publication in full at this time. 
The report of the Board of Directors, 
consisting of Messrs. G. A. Dobinson, 
President, H. Jay Hanchette, E. W. 
Jones, Frank H. Howard and J. Mills 
Davies, begins with a history of the 
library from its formation in 1872 to the 
present time, 
takiug it through its 
periods, first as a library association, then 


ance was made for the library from the 
tax fund of 1889 90, but when that 
amount is expended there will yet be a 
shortage of about 10 000 volumes, which 
must be purchased oefore there can be 
a free circulation of books for home use. 
The library at the present time is practi- 
oally free, there beiDg no charge male for 
the use of it, bnt only a small fee of one 
dollar per quarter for the privilege of 
using books at home. 
The board is of 
opinion, based on an examination of the 
records of this and other libraries, that 
it wili be impossible to supply the im­ 
mense demand for hooks whi h would 
immediately arise if the pmall charg» 
now made were abolished, and that it 
wiil not be prudent to do away with such 
charge until the library contains at least 
2p,000 volumes for circulation, indepen­ 
dent of those to be kept in tue library 
fjr reference purposes. For the statistics 
and general information about the Horary 
since it has been under its present man­ 
agement, we beg to refer to tbe able re­ 
port of Miss Kelso, the Librarian, which 
is attached hereto, marked “Appendix 
A,” and is hereby made a part ol this 
report. 
The statistics and information 
contained therein are well worthy of at­ 
tentive consideration 
by your 
hon­ 
orable body. 
The board is endeav­ 
oring 
to 
administer the affairs of 
the library with such due regard to 
economy as is consistent with a good re­ 
turn for the money expended. In study- 
be 
iug the question of expense it must .... 
borne in mind that the library, being 
open for twelve and a half hours every 
week day, and the hours of labor for 
each pertou employed being limited by 
law to eight, the working staff neces­ 
sarily costs something over 50 per cent, 
above the amount that would be required 
if the rooms were only open for a day of 
legal length. The library is now kept 
open every week day in the year from 9 
a.m. to 9:30 p.m., and on Sundays the 
reading-room is open from 1 p.m. to 
6 p.m. The board has made the use of 
the library entirely free to all the teach­ 
ers in tho public schools, and is glad to 
report to your honorable body that the 
extensive use made of this accommoda­ 
tion is an evidence of the benefit it will 
become to the cause of education. 
Although the present staff of employees 
have not been long engaged in working 
under the present administration, the 
board takes this opportunity to express 
its satisfaction with the zeal and energy 
thus far displayed. The board has been 
greatly assisted in its arduous work by 
the ability and experience of the Li­ 
brarian, who has shown a capacity and 
intelligence which make her remarkably 
well fitted for the important position she 
occupies. The introduction of the latest 
improvements in library arrangements, 
and the adoption of the best labor-saving 
devices in library economy, are owing to 
Mies K oIbo’s knowledge and good judg­ 
ment in those matters. 
8he ha3 been 
ably seconded by her chief assistant, 
whoee local acquaintance has been of 
great advantage to the library. 
In conclusiou the board desires to ex­ 
press that feeling of gratitude to your 
honorable body which consists of a lively 
sense of favors to come. The needs of 
the Public Library for a city of the size 
and importance of Los Angeles, with its 
population of 80,000 souls, have thus far 
been appreciated by you, but much re­ 
mains to be done in the future. The re­ 
markable increase iu the demands upon 
the library during the few months it 
has been actively in operation, point 
to 
a larger increase 
in 
the 
im­ 
mediate future, the 
growth cf the 
facilities stimulating the growth of the 
demand. In the opinion of this board it 
will not be long before the present 
quarters, ample as they now seem, wiil 
be too small in which to conduct the 
business. We therefore a&k your honor­ 
able body to have in mind the necessity 
for such provision for a Public Library 
as will be sufficient for all time, and to 
this end the appropriation of a lot and 
separate building will be found to be in­ 
dispensable. 
The report of the Librarian will be 
found in the H e r a l d tomorrow.

its Regents, and finally, as at present 
constituted, under the city charter, and 
in the control of a board of five directors. 
Of the present stage the report Bays: 
“For the period of ten years from the 
time when the library management 
passed into the hands of the Coaucil asa 
Board of Regenta in 1879, up to the 
organization of the present Board of 
Directors, very little interest seems to 
have been taken by anyone in the de­ 
velopment of the institution as a means 
of public good, the records showing that 
the stated meetings were not attended as 
they should have been; the chief busi­ 
ness done at any time being mostly to 
audit the claims for salaries, rent and 
other expeneeB. 
The remarkable in­ 
crease in the prosperity and population 
of Los Angeles, brought with it no ad­ 
vantage to the Public Library; every one 
biing too busy to waste time apon any­ 
thing but real estate speculations. After 
the subsidence of this excitement, and 
when the present board took office 
it did so with the determination to 
create, if possible, a public interest 
in the library and make it, as it deserves 
tobe.an attraction of which cur city may 
well be proud. 
In this endeavor it has 
been largely helped by the co-operation 
of year honorable body, and we have 
now the satisfaction of seeing the library 
located in spacious, well-lighted and 
airy rooms, which have been furnished 
throughout with library fittings of tbe 
most improved designs and constructed 
of the best possible material. The stock 
of books brought from the old library 
quarters in Downey block, last July, was 
not only small, but Uly adapted to the 
needs of a community like ours.
